THE OMNIBUS APPROPRIATION BILL.

THE BILL PASSED BY THE HOUSE. 
Wasnmorox, June 15.—The Sundry Civil, or 
Omnibus, Appropriation bill was passed by the 
House this afternoon. As it came from the Ap- 
propriation Committee, it provided for an ex- 
penditure of over $23,600,000, and, although the 
Choctaw claims, which in all amounted to more 
than $2,000,000, were stricken out, the bill, as it 
passed the House, appropriates about as much 
money as was originally provided for. This 
Choctaw claim, which has been before Con- 
gress for years, and to secure the passage 
of which a very strong lobby has been 
deliberately at work, was virtually knocked in 
the head and killed in this Co by the 
adoption to-day of a substitute for the claim of a 
clause instructing the Secretary of the Interior 
to examine,into and report to the next session 
of Congress upon the validity, justice, amount, 
etc., of this large claim against the Government. 
A desperate effort will be made in the Senate to 
overturn to-day’s action of the House on this 
matter.

THE WISCONSIN LITIGATION. 

We have before us a pamphlet. by Mr. E. 
Walker, of this city, in which he discusses a 
question of no little interest at the present 
time, viz: the rights of stockholders of railroad 
companies to their property under the laws of 
Wisconsin. The Attorney-General of Wiscon- 
sin, it will be remembered, recently gave it as 
his opinion that the railroad legislation of last 
winter is entitled to implicit obedience. Mr. 
Walker reviews the argument by which the At- 
torney-General reaches this conclusion. 

The Constitution of the State of Wieconsin re- 
serves tothe Legislature the power to alter or 
repeal ali charters granted to corporations. But, 
argues Mr. Walker, the legislation in question 


relates generally to railroad, express, and tele- |. 


graph companies, and does not even attempt to 
alter or repeal any special charter or general law 
authorizing the organization of a corporation. 
Neither the title nor the body of the act shows 
any evidence on the part of the Legislature to 
alter or gmend the charters of any railroad, ex- 
press, or telegraph company. Not, therefore, to 
alter or repeal the charters of these corporations, 
but ‘to declare all railways within the 
State public highways, and théir corporate 
property public property, is the effect 
of these acta. The question then is 
whether the Wisconsin Legislature has the power 
to declare the roads public highways, and their 
property public property. There is a distinction 
between corporate property and the right of en- 


property, to be owned, used, and operated by 
the Company, for the exclusive benefit and ad- 


| 


corporate property is a vested right, protected 
by the Constitution. The reserved right of the 
Legislature to repeal or modify a charter is not 
unlimited, for, as Justice Clifford says, Power 


to legislate founded on ‘such reservation in a 


charter to a private corporation is certainly not 
without limit, and it may weil be admitted that it 
cannot be exercised to take away or destroy 


which, by a legitimate use of the powers granted, 
have become vested in the corporation.” This is 
the language employed by the Supreme 
Court of the United States in Miller vs. 
State, 15 Wallace. Another objection to 
the Wisconsin legislation urged by Mr. 
Walker is, that it imposes burdens on one class 
of corporations not placed upon another,— 
therefore that it is partial and unjust,—open to 
the objection of class legislation. This it is, 

since it allows certain of the roads to enjoy an 
income while others it does not. Mr. Walker 
thus sums up his argument: 

That in all charters granted to railroad companies 
by the Territorial Legislature there are no reserved 
powers of repeal or amendment, and therefore the 
franchises cannot be revoked where property or other 
rights have become vested in the corporation, 

That the power to alter or repeal all special or gen- 
eral laws of incorporation is reserved in the Legis- 
lature, by the Constitution of 1848, and applies to all 

suchlaws of a subsequent date, but that the exercise 
of such power is limited to the franchises or priv- 
ileges granted by the State. 

That the property of railroad companies of every 
kind and description is private, and not public, and 
that the right to own, use, andenjoy it is not derived 
by special grant or privilege from the State, but is an 
inherent right that followg, the ownership of all prop- 
erty. 

That the Legislature may recall the right to act as a 
corporation, but it can neither confiscate the property 
nor its value, its gains, or income. ; 

That railways and railway property may be. con- 
trolled and operated as such, by the owners or stock- 
holders, without possessing. any especial grants, privi- 
leges, or franchises from the State. 

That such property being private, and the right to 
its use for profit and gain vested in the stockholders 
the Legislature has not the power, under,the Consti- 
tution, to either destroy or impair such rights, 

The property itself may be taken by the State for 
public purposes, upon making compensation, but this 
power does not extend to the profits resulting from its 


use, 

The law is also repugnant to the letter and spirit of 
the Constitution, inasmuch as it is not uniform in its 
application to persons or classes, 

And finally that the act of March 11, 1874, does not 
in any manner affeet the tile of stockholders in rail- 
way property, and so far as it attempts to limit or con- 

trol its inceme, or prescribe arbitrary tariffs for its 
use, it is unconstitutional and void. 

Mr, Walker’s position and that which we nave 
taken on the same subject are substantially 
alike. We think, however, that the acts in ques- 
tion may be fairly looked upon as amendments 
to the charters of the companies interested, 
although they do not recite that they are in- 


tended to modify any charter. This we think,

The letter of resignation sent by the six un- 
bought members of the Indian Board to Presi- 
dent Grant has been published in full. It con- 
tains several significant passages. The Com- 
missionera regret that it is not deemed ex- 
pedient by the Honorable the Secretary of the 
Interior tomrge upon Congress the legislation 
we recommend,” which would secure the inde- 
pendence of the Indian Bureau, and make it 
impossible for a Secretary of the Interior in 
league with the Indian Ring to secure the pay- 
ment of the Ring’s fraudulent vouchers. The 
Board is glad to know that Grant would like to 
have them freed from Delano’s super bis- 
ion. The country would be glad to 
know this fact practically. 
dent should urge the change, it could be effect- 
ed. The Commissioners state that under the 
existing laws the overruling of the decisions of 
the Board by the Interior Department would fre- 
quently render the labor of examining and de- 
ciding upon the accounts and vouchers as use- 
lens as it is arduous and vexatious,” and that 
the recent changes in the law have been for the 
worse instead of the better. These changes 
were dictated by Delano. Finally, the Commis- 
sioners say that a Board which has the proper 
authority cannot co-operate harmoniously with

All this amounts to saving, in diplomatic 
language, that Secretary Delano has steadily 
thwarted the efforts of the Indian Commisioners 
to check the Indian Ring. In this he seems to 
have been aided by the House Committee on 
Indian Affairs, which has carefully refrained from 
finding out anything during all ite sham investi- 
gations. The Ring certainly wields an enormous 
power. The money it has stolen from the peo- 
ple puts it within its power to corrupt the repre- 
sentatives of the people. It has defied honest 
investigation for years. Its chief members are 
hand-in-glove with the Secretary of the Interior. 
Throughout the West, if nowhere else, Columbus 
Delano is believed to be the head of the Ring. It 
has been proved that he has willfully 


violated, despite constant remonstrance from 


the persons appointed to act as a check upon 
him, the laws requiring the advertisement of all 
contracts before they are let. His associates 
have reaped the benefit of his law-preaking. He 
has overruled the Indian Board when it rejected 
fraudulent vouchers. Here, again, his asso- 


‘ciates have made money by bis intervention in 


their behalf. It is time- that something should 
be done. If a. Republican President dad Con- 
gress uphold Delano any longer, and refuse to 
take any cognizance of his scandalous relations 
with a Ring which, as every man in the country 
knows, steals ite hundreds of thousands apnu- 
ally, the people will make themselves heard. 
‘They will anawer the question the Ring and De- 
lano ask now: What are you going to do about 
it?” in a way that will not pléase the askers.

THE ALABAMA AWARD. 

Our cousins across the water have not lost 
their interest in the $15,000,000 indemnity paid 
to this country on account of the depredations of 
the Alabama. They are evidently keeping close 
watch of us to see what we do with it. They 
know that there is an occasiona] grabber in 
Congress, and hence, so long as this large amount 
of money is not paid over to those for whom it 
was intended, their solicitude about its disposal 
does not abate. John Bull looks upon himself 
in the light of a party who has, intrusted $15,- 
000,000 to Brother Jonathan to apply to certain 
specific purposes. Brother Jonathan is not the 
owner but the trustee of that money, and honest 
John would have him keep this well in mind. 

The London Economist is at a loss to discover 
why, after two years have elapsed, the money 
should remain undistributed. It asks a very 
pertinent question: How long are the parties 
entitled to this money to be kept out of it? It 
is over ten years since.the losses were suffered, 
still the money lies idle in the Treasury of the 
United States. The trouble seems to be that it 
is not known what parties are enfitled to receive 
it. There is no doubt what claims the Tribunal 
of Geneva recognized; or ‘what claims it in- 
tended should be met by the award. 
It refused to allow compensation to 
the Government for sentimental injury or 
indirect damages. It recognized only the direct 
and ascertainable, or proximate, losses of those 
whose vessels were captured by Confederate 
cruisers, aided or abetted by England, and of 
the insurance companies which had suffered in 
consequence of the capture of other vessels. 
The question now arises: May Congress apply 
the $15,000,000 awarded to the indemnification 
of any parties except the ship-owners and the 
insurance companies who suffered, directly and 
indirectly, from the depredations of the Con- 
federates , whose acts were, to say the least, con- 
nived at by the English authorities? May it 
apply it to the remote and indirect sufferers 


from such depredations, when the Geneva | 


Tribunal refused to entertain their claims? Or 
may Congress retain it and not distribute it all? 
These questions are important. They are, as 


the Economist says, questions of public law and 


constitutional practice of the very gravest kind. 
Other disputes will be settled, it is to be pre- 
sumed, in a manner similar to that of the Ala- 
bama claims, viz.: by the payment of a pecuni- 
ary indemnity, and then the American distribu- 
tion will become a precedent. The arbitrators 
awarded a sum which it was supposed would be 
even in excess of all direct damage to ship-own- 
ers and to the insurance companies. It awarded 
it in lump, not specifying the individuals it was 
to be paid to, nor the amount each was to receive. 
Its intention was, however, plain. It meant 
that direct sufferers, and the insurance com- 
panies that became liable for the value 
of captured vessels, should be indemnified. The 
vote in the House of Representatives, therefore, 
to exclude the insurance companies from all 
participation in the benefit of the award, and to 
set aside aa many of the direct claims as possible 
in order to have a larger residue for the payment 
of the remote ones, damages not contemplated 
at all by the Tribunal, —looks like sharp practice.

tee. It has looked rather discouraging for the 
insurance companies; but they are not disposed 
to yield an inch, as, indeed, they should not.

At all 
events, if anything is leff over, after paying the 
claims recognized by the Geneve Conference, 
the balance must be refunded to Great Britain 
unless we are willing to stand before the world 
as the Jeremy Diddler of nations. 

THE SITUATION IN FRANCE. 

The Constitutional bill was introduced into 
the French Assembly by the Left Centre yes- 
terday, and a vote of urgency was carried by 
845 to $41. The bill contains three provisions: 
the first, that the Goyernment shall consist-of a 
Senate, a Chamber of Representatives, and a 
President of the Republic; the second, that 
MacMahon’s term of office shall not expire be- 
fore 1880; the third, that the Constitution may 
be revised. This bill, it was announced on the 
9th, w be broughtin by M. Dufaure. It is 
now inffoduced, and we may look to France for 
some excitement,—at least for some change in 
the political aspect. The Left is determined, 
should this bill fail, to resign in a body, and it is 
not unlikely, nay, it 1s very probable that a 
good number of the Right may join 
them. The Left are heartily sick of the uncer- 
tainty which reigfis in French affairs. The Con- 
servative party has been in power now for three 
. years. They have not, however, been able to 
give France a permanent form of government. 
This the Liberals look upon as a demonstration 
that the Conservatives are incompetent for the 
task. They think their own opportunity has 
come, and insist on a vote,—Republic or dissolu- 
tion. If they succeed, well and good; if they 
are defeated, their resignation will immediate- 
ly throw the question on the people. 
A new election will be ordered, and 
an opportunity given to the nation to send tothe 
Assembly members who will represent the pop- 
ular feeling, be it Bonapartist, Legitimist, or 
Republican. The Left would not have decided 
on this heroic measure if they were not confi- 
dent of the issue ; if they did not feel sure that | 
a majority of the French people are in favor of 
a Republic. They know that the Conservatives 
and Bonapartists insist on the Septennat only 
because they find it impossible to declare a Mon- 
archy or an Empire at present; only because 
they hope by the end of MacMahon’s term to be 
able to do so. The Republicans, it would seem, 
are determined that this shal? not be. , 

This programme of the Left is forced upon 
them at this time because that drawn by the 
Right, under the inspiration of De Broglie, 
d’Audiffret-Pasquier, Goulard, and Lavergne, did 
not make the concessions to them which they 
demanded. 

The Liberals are all the more anxious for the 
change on account of the growing boldnegs of 
the Bonapartist faction,—a faction the ability of 
whose leaders cannot be doubted. Holding the 
balance of power, the Bonapartists have an ap- 
pearance of power which they actually do not 
possess. With the Bonapartists the Republicans 
can make no bargain, effect no compromise. 
They must therefore find allies among the mem- 
bers of the Right, or resign, as is their plan. 


SEWING-MACHINE SALES IN 1873. 

The Singer Sewing-Machine Company, in a 
circular, exhibit the sales of sewing-machines 
during the year 1873. This table is made up 
from sworn returns made by each concern to 
the owners of the several patents. The sales by 
the Howe Machine Company are not given, as 
that Company is not obliged to make returns to 
the others. Estimating the number sold by the 
Howe Company at 21,474, we have, as the grand 
result of sales for 1873, the enormous number of 
600,000 machines. These machines sell in the 
United States at prices ranging from $60 to $90. 
In England and on the Continent the same ma- 
chines are sold at from £5 to £8, or from $25 to 
$40. The difference which the American people 
pay, amounting to nearly 100 per cent on the 
English prices, are an extortion which is suc- 
cessfully maintained by a combination of Ameri- 
can manufacturers, who still hold patents on par- 
ticular improvements. As these improvements 
have all run from fourteen to twenty-one years, 
and have been immensely profitable to the 
owners, Congress should peremptorily reject 
any and every application for an extension or 
renewal of any of them for petty improve- 
ments upon an invention which hag yielded such 
immense profits and which is of such universal 
necessity as the sewing-machine. The patent 
of the principle of the sewing-machine expired 
many years ago, having yielded to its inventor 
several million dollars profit. The existing 
patents belong to a few manufacturers, and are 
for “ improvements” paratively petty in 
themselves, and upon which the patentees have 
had from fourteen to twenty years’ profits. The 
royalties upon the sales of 1873 alone equal prob- 
ably $2,000,000. They refuse to allow any manu- 
facturer to use the patents uuless there is a con- 
tract to maintain the retail price of the ma- 
chines at their present enormous figures. 

The machines sold in England are made in this 
country, exported, and are sold at large profits | 
at the prices we have stated. It has beenshown 
that manufacturers can produce the sewing-ma- 
chiné itself and sell it at à good profit for $12.50. 
To this must be added the price of the table or 
case, which, being made by machinery and by cast- 
ings, costs comparatively little. Adding an aver- 
age of $3 for royalty on patents, a machine with 
table, such as is sold in this country for $70, 
costs less than $18. The other $52 are divided 
among the agents, the manufacturers, and 
the lobby in Washington and around the Patent 
Office.

The people of the Town of Aurora deserve the 
highest commendation for their action on Satur- 
day last on the question of paying certain rail- 
road-aid bonds issued by that town. The facts 
are that the Town of Aurora voted and issued 
$100,000 of its bonds in aid of the Ottawa, 
Oswego & Fox River Valley Railroad. Subse- 
quently it was ascertained that the law under 
which the bonds had been issued bad not passed 
the Legislature,—at least there was no evidence 
that it hed passed,—and the Supreme Court of 
Illinois declared that afi proceedings under the 
law were void. In a case tried in the United 
States District Court, Judge Blodgett held that 
the bonds were valid, despite the non-passage of 
the law. Pending an appeal from this last de- 
cision, a town meeting was called in Aurora, and 
resulted in the passage of a resolution declaring 
that “every bond issued by the people of Au- 
rora that bears the seal of the town and city 
should be lawfully paid; thikt we are opposed to 
repudiation, and we are able to“ pay our just 
debts without any appeal.” This is unquestion- 
ably the true policy.

The Des Moines (Iowa) Register, of the 10th, 
reviews the correspondence of Gen. Baker on 
the subject of grasshoppers in that section, and 
says:

We conclude, in reading all the letters and papers, 
that the grasshoppers not generally devastate— 
that they will destroy some crops, but in patches, and 
that Lyon, Sioux, Plymouth, and Osceola will escape as 
a general thing.

Effort to Organize an English- 
Speaking Section, 


Speeches by Messrs, Fuller and

A meeting of workingmen was held at No. 124 
South Franklin street last evening, to consider 
the advisability of organizing an English-speak- 
ing section of the International Workingmen’s 
Association. There are a number of German, 
Polish, and Scandinavian sections in this city, 
the craftsmen of these nationalities having em- 
braced the first opportunity to combine their 
strength, in the hope of benefitting themselves. 
The English and American artisans, on the other 
hand, have been backwara for some reason, and 
until quite recently no efforts were made to in- 
duce them to establish a section. 
not become members of those, already in 
existence, since they were unable to speak the 
languages in which the business at their meet- 
ings is transacted. Those who advocated the 
formation of such a section received some en- 
couragement from the workingmen with whom 
they conversed on the subject, and

was elected Chairman, and said they had met 
to take measures to organize themselves with 
the English-speaking brethren of the city into

States, and having a membership of 4,000 or 
5,000 Germans and Scandinavians in Chicago, 
who had formed fraternal relations with the 
farmers. The Association opened to them the 
possibility of controlling the politics of Chicago, 
with its three —— s and large delegation 
in the State Legislat and at least give them 
= opportunity to deciare by their action and 
ote that no —— — be who lived car- 
ned the workingmen in his pocket. 
But above all mere personal political ques- 
tions rose paramount certain 
SOCIAL, ECONOMIC, AND MORAL PRINCIPLES 
pertaining to the life, welfare, and comfort of 
mankind, to advance which the Association was 
rimarily founded. Its principles were applica- 
bie to every country and every age, forming as 
rfect an epitome of the central 
hristianity as it was practicable to pre- 
sent in the en 8 state of society. If the 
platform of tite nationals failed to realize 
all their subliniest theories and hopes, it 
at least poivted out and anticipated a constant 
practical advance in political and social reform, 
and presented a miethod of organization by 
which the workingmen of every country could 
act intelligently m concert, and work out their 
own salvation from the pernicious results of the 
many shams which comprised a large part of the 
society of the present day. In order to start 
the reform vantageously, they should first 
demonstrate their 
STRENGTH AND UNITY, 
showing that they could act together as one man, 
that they could trust one another, and drown all 
selfishness and petty jealousies for the general 
ood. Among their first duties was to elect relia- 
ble men to every legisiative position, and to reor- 
ganize civil and social life on a truly democratic 
basis. To do this, they must employ the school, 
the forum, the newspaper, apd the ballot-box. 
if existing institutions failed to gnswer their pur- 
poses, they must create new ones; and they must 
remember that the press of the country was now 
employed to thwart all political reform such as 
the workingmen should aim to establish. The 
motto on their banner should be: The rights 
of man; down with feudalism and legal privi- 
lege ; the worker alone shall be the eater.” With 
this moided into the statutes and the national 
conscience, the world would cease to be, as it 
had been, ** a hell to the millions,” and kingcraft 
and priestcraft could no longer ‘delude the peo- 
ple with their shams. [Applause.] 
MR. ARNOLD 
was introduced, and urged combination, that the 
present corruption in the local and General Gov- 
ernments might be overthrown. It was wrong 
for one man to be above another; all should be 
brethren and sisters, and have equal rights; and 
the laws should be made for the benefit of the 
workingmen, and not for one-tenth of the popu-

He thought the 
schools and churches should be thrown open for 
workingmen’s meetings; but it was not done, be- 
cause agitation was feared.

said they must know themselves, and then they

The Department to-day suspended further ac- 
tion, believing that the officers of the Company 
would wind-up its business more speedily and 
with less expense thanif a Receiver were ap- 
pointed. 

The insurance ptess has made a great talk 
about the great number of pew companies 
organizing in Chicago, under the insurauce law 
of this State. Your coirespondent called on 
tbe Auditor to inquire into tae truth of the re- 
ports, and learned that not one of these new 
companies has done more than file its declara- 
tiou of intent to organize, with a draft of its 
proposed charter. Ihe law of 1869 requires the 
fullest evidence that a company has an actual 
cash capital paid up, amounting to at least 


| $150,000, and it is the Auditor’s purpose, as he 


asserts, to see that this requirement of law shail 
be enforced with the utmost vigor. This prob- 
ably accounts for their ialure to fully organize.

A Man Fearfully Beaten and Left to Die 
in a Stable. 


No Clue to the Perpetrators of the Crime. 


About 11 o’clock last. night Officer Arch was 
informed by a man named Kirwan that a man 
lay drunk in a stable attached to a house at 
No. 551 Michigan avenue. The officer proceeded 
te the locality designated and instituted for the 
inebriate without delay. On reaching the 
stable he was unable to distinguish 
the presence of one in the dark- 
ness, but, guided by the sound of 
suppressed respiration he reached an obscure 
corner of the tenement, where he ascertained the 
unfortunate man lay, to all intents, in the last 
throes of death. Procuring the assistance of 
Officer Sanford anda light they were brought 
into close communication with the object of 
their search. In the farther corner of the build- 
ing they ‘saw the ghastly and gory form 
of a man, apparently about 30 years 
of age, breathing with extreme difficulty, and in 
a manner that rtended the lease of 
life nearly concluded. Without delay 
one of the officers went to procure 
a conveyance, while the other sought 


‘the house attached to the premises, with «a 


view to investigate the cause of this mysterious 
tragedy. After repeated rapping and — 
the door was opened to him by a woman, the sole 
occupant, who in answer to his inquiries was- 
able to vouclisafe not the slightest in- 
formation. Immediately succeeding ber appear- 
ance a man entered the house from the street, 
and, though mamfesting no surprise, was un 
able or unwilling to givé evidence as to 
how the man received his injuries, or 
was thrown into the building. By this 
time a wagon had been procured, and the twe 
officers, tenderly raising the inanimate form of 
the dying man, placed him therein, and con- 
veyed him to the Twenty-Second Street Station. 
Arriving there he was borne into the office 
and an examination made of his person to learn 
the extent of his injuries, and also, if possible, 
his name and residence. 

He had been assaulted with some blunt 
weapon eye, which 
had left in a ghastly 
hole fracturing the skull above the left eye, 
through which particles of brain mixed with 
clotted blood exuded. On searching bis pockets 
neither jewelry nor money was found, 
—indeed nothing save a bunch of 
keys, a number of letters, and a card, on which 
was printed his name and place of business, 
Daniel McCulloek,.Meat Inspector, No. 156 
Washington street, Room 41.“ as a clue to his 
identity. cia 3 

‘His condition was precarious in the extreme, 
and was removed to the County Hos- 
pital, when, after an examination by the 
physicians, it was decided that he could 
not survive the injuries, and it is probable by 
this time another has been added to the list of 
murders Chicago has witnessed. 

Soon after his removal to the station, the man 
and woman who were discovered in the house on 
Michigan avenue called and inquired how badly 
he was hurt, and immediately departed. 

A reporter visited the premises soon after the 
occurrence, but was unable to obtain admittance, 
and appearances indicated that fo one was 
thin. The house is regarded by the police 
as suspicious, and was the scene of a Sheriff's 
levy on Saturday aight. 

The victim of thie bloody deed has resided 
for some time in Chicago. and is well known. 
His friends are unable to suggest any the- 
ory that would explam his presence in 
that quarter of the city at that hour 
of the night, andit remains for the police, who 
are using every means in their power to do so. to 
arrive at some conclusion concerning the 


tragedy. 

Of all criminal acts committed under the cover 
of darkness in the waste of this great city 
this ie peculiarly mysterious, and no effort 
should be spared to -ferret out and 
bring the guilty parties to justice. McOullock 
is an Irishman by birth, said to have 
been married, and leaves a family of 
children in Ireland. He bas relatives 
in the city who called at the liospital last night, 
but were able to afford no information concerp- 
ing his movements previous to the tragedy; being 
in a coma state, from which it’was impossible to

HOOLEY’S THEATRE. 

Without making unusual exertion to bring the 
fact squarely home to the Chicago public, Mr. 
Daly has placed upon the stage of Hooley’s 
Theatre a dramatic gem of extraordinary beauty 
and brilliancy. Hithefto he had relied upon 
playing old pieces in a new manner, 


to the manifest delight of the Chicago public. 


In producing Monsieur Alphonse” he has sur- 
passed the most sanguine expectations. The 
drama is very French. Those whe dave devoted 
the least study to this class of play will immedi- 
ately take for granted the following 
details: There is a concise and vigor- 
ous plot; a perfect balance of events in 
three acts; that the curtain falis upon a climax 
to each act, and finally upon a grand climax to 


which the others were tributary; that the charac- | 


ters are sketched with the clear out 


line of a master, and admit of ex- 
traordinary completeness from the actor; 
that the dialogue is brilliant and continuous; 
that each point is made with the most equitable 
adjustment; and that until the conclusion of the 
piece the denouement is still a mystery. Assum- 
ing all this, the reader will bave done Monsieur 
Alphonse” no more than justice. The plot we gave 
in brief in the announcement of Sunday, and it 
is, therefore, unnecessary to repeatit. A bold 
outline, however, conveys no equate idea of 
the delicate adaptation of circumstance and situ- 
ation which distinguishes a French author 
from any other. The padding of the 
piece is an artistic triumph, and 
in its ensemble, barring a few lines of rather 
greater latitude than we are accustomed to, de- 
serves the warmest admiration. 

If the drama itself is good, its presentation is 
better. We have not seen comedy
